WHEREAS, these individuals advocate to improve the
behavioral health work force capacity in New Mexico by
providing appropriate employment and housing opportunities to
clients in New Mexico's behavioral health system; and

WHEREAS, behavioral health consumers, family members,
advocates and providers strive to have individuals with
behavioral health disorders lead personally meaningful lives,
reaching personal goals with resiliency and hope;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE
STATE OF NEW MEXICO that Tuesday, March 6, 2007, be proclaimed
"Behavioral Health Day" to honor the many individuals who
